We  do  not  intend  to  labor  this  parti-  * 
cular  p:irt  of  our  subjec  t,  because  it  has  often  been  ' 
done — but  as  morality  constitutes  an  imjsirtant  item 
in  whatever  relates  to  the  social  interests  of  *100,  it 


chiireh,  are  not  partieiihtrly  distinguished  liir  re- 
firieineni.  But  tliere  is  little  danger  of  mistaking 
the  reasons  of  the  fiiet.  At  all  events,  none  will 
doubt  that  thcM-  were,  of  all  others,  the  particular 
periods  in  whit  h  (,'hrisiinnity  exerted  the  least  in- 
iluenee,  since  its  first  introduction  into  the  world.

For  it  can  not  require  proof  that '  impressions  favorable  to  humanity  and  benevo- 
soeiety  is  neither  greatly  improved,  nor  susceptible  ij  Icncc,  Especially  since  the  Reformation,  a  spirit 
of  material  improvement  without  the  intervenlio,j  li  of  inquiry  has  been  kept  inconstant  progress,  which

and  illiberal  opinions  from  the  church,  and'  which 
has  shown  that  the  principles  and  hearings  of  faith 
are  necessarily  and  intimately  connecti-d  with  the 
84K-ial  as  well  as  moral  condition  of  man.  Those 
who  would  have  been  contented  with  the  humblest 
of  all  religious  attuimiients — its  mere  profession  and 
forms — have  been  induced  to  enter  iijmiu  rcj)eated 
examinations  of  the  nature  arul  objects  of  the  duties 
devolved  ujMin  them  by  the  Christian  doctrine. 
And  the  conseipience  has  been,  that  the  |)urest  and 
loftiest  sentiments,  and  the  most  afi'ectionate  and 
amiable  manners,  have  disiinguishcd  in  manv  in¬ 
stances,  the  inmates  of  the  abodes  of  penury  and 
grief. 

Nothing  built  ujwn  the  factitious  distinctions  of 
s<iciety,  can  stand  long  beliire  thes#-  inlluences. 
They  must,  and  they  will  in  due  pnK  «-ss  of  time, 
level  all  distincliotis  but  those  of  talent  atid  worth; 
for  their  ten<lency,  though  slow,  is  still  certain  to 
liberalize  the  mind,  ptirify  the  aflectiftns,  and  en¬ 
lighten  and  humanize  the  inlercourst'  of  matikind. 
Every  step  in  this  process,  is  nuirked  by  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  .Sunday — a  flay  which  skejtiics  tirtect  to 
regard  as  tin  idle  f»r  useless  institutifui;  and  by  the 
gross  and  indecent  contempt  of  which,  they  unwit¬ 
tingly  furnish  the  clearest  evidenf  e  of  the  social 
state  to  which  their  own  opittious  directly  tend.

But  I  fi.ially 
consented,  consoling  myself  with  the  belief,  that 
to  him  who  is  conscious  of  iloing  his  duty  to 
himself,  to  his  fellow  men  and  to  his  God,  it 
matters  not  how  ditficultand  trying  are  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  in  which  he  may  he  placed.  And 
never,  never  shall  I  hav?  occasion  to  regret  the 
decision  I  then  made.  And  ever  while  life  re¬ 
mains,  shall  I  have  reason  to  thank  God  for  the 
result  of  that  meeiiiig.
